HE WILL BE SWORN IN TODAY, 


And Will Take His Place Between 
Gordon, Gorman and 
Brice.

WASHINGTON, January 6.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator David B. Hill reached here from Albany 
this evening. 

He has taken apartments at the Arlington. 

At noon tomorrow he will be sworn in as 
senator. 

Notwithstanding the bluffs of Senator Billy 
Chandler, there will be no question raised as to 
bis right toa seat. He will sit between Sena- 
tor Gordon and Senator Brice, and imme- 
diately in the rear of Senator Gorman. 

An Object of Attention. 

Of course, the fact that he is to be sworn in 
will attract a crowd to the senate chamber, for 
right at thise junction the distinguished 
New Yorker is more an _ 0~object of 
interest than even the president. He 
will receive a hearty welcome, perhaps an 
ovation, from the democratic senators tomor- 
- sow, forin his great victory in saving New 
York to the democracy, he.has won the esteem 
and love of every good democrat in America. 

In remaining in New York until the demo- 
crats had not only won the general assembly, 
but until it was organized and all democratic 
otlicers were elected and sworn in, he has 
shown his wisdom asa brainy and nervy poli- 
tician who will not allow his party to be de- 
frauded of its rights by either trickery 
or corruption. But he has finished 
his work in New York for the -present. A|- 
though the republicans are starting all kinds 
of rumors of his plans to hold the state, they 
are absurd. 

A Talk with the Senator. 

Icame over from New York with Senator 
Hill this afternoon. In speaking of the pub- 
lished interview with Senator Quay and 
/ Blocksof-Five Dudley this morning, in which 
Quay and Dudley say Hill is preparing a plan 
to have New York’s legislature elect its presi- 
dential electors in order to insure them to the 
democracy, he denounced it as ridiculous. 

“Of course, Mr. Quay and Mr. Dud- 
ley,” said he, “have every means of 
knowing what we are going to do 
in New York, but itisabsurd to say that we 
intend to have the legislature elect the presi- 
dential electors.. While such action on our 
part would not be unconstitutional, there is no 
nocessity for it. New York is a democratic 
state. She is going to cast her vote that way 
next fall.” 

Talks About Atlanta. 

Senator Hil? talked much of his visit to At- 
lanta, and was very complimentary in his ref- 
erence to the eloquent speech of Hon. Fleming 
duBignon at Atlanta. He characterized it as 
one of the finest speeches he had ever heard. 
Senator Hill will remain here during the ses- 
sion, though it is probable that he will go 
down to Savannah and get a few days of 
needed rest at the DeSoto about the Ist of Feb- 
ruary. Itis possible he might spend a day at 
the Bon-Air in Augusta also. E. W. B.

The Secretary Has a Sudden Attack, Which 
Causes Alarm. 

WASHINGTON, January 6.—Great  excite- 
ment was caused inthe department of state 
this forenoon by a report that Sevretary Blaine 
had been taken suddenly ill while at work in 
his office. The report proved to be true, but 
bvery precaution was taken to prevent the fact 

oming public. : 

Surgeon General Brown, of the navy, whose 
Office is in the same building, was summoned 
and was promptly in attendance. Another 

«physician from the war department was also 
on hand in a few minutes and under their joint 
efforts Mr. Blaine was made to feel compara- 
tively comfortable. His daughter, Miss Hattie, 
was informed of his condition and was soon at 
his side. . 

The alarm was great at first, but subsided 
about noon, when the secretary was reported 
a8 resting easily and as being entirely out of 
danger. The nature of his illness is not 
Known at present, but is said to be due alto- 
Ewa to*temporary stomachic derangement.

An Attack of Indigestion.

afloat tonight concerning Secretary Blaine’s 
illness, but several physicians who have seen 
Mr. Blaine concur that.it was nothing more 
than an acute attack of indigestion, caused by 
Overeating. After he had been relieved by an 
emetic and rested a short time, he was able to 
walk to his carriage and go home. But for a 
time there was considerable excitement 
atthe state department and at Mr. Biaine’s 
home. The president called Jater in the after- 
hoon to inquire into the secretary’s condition, 
but did not see the secretary, as he was asleep.

COST OF THE CENSUS. 


Superintendent Porter Asks for More 
Money to Complete the Census. 

WasHinGron, January 6.—The acting sec- 
ey of the treasury today sent to congress a 
etter from Robert P. Porter, superintendent 
the census, accompanied by a deficiency 
estimate of $1,000,000 for continuing the work 
the census, which appropriation it is asked 
in the urgency deficiency bill. The 


| letter of Superintendent Porter, which is dated 


December 29, 1891, says that the work of the 
census oftice is well advanced, and that if the 
appropriation asked for be made immediately 
it will be possible to bring the work practically 
toa termination by the close of 1892 or the 
spring of 1883. There now remains available 
only $144,562, and about ‘two hundred clerks 
have been furloughed. The census appro- 
priations thus far aggregate $6,400,000. 


SHERMAN NOMINATED. 


End of the Struggle Between the Repub- 
licans of Ohio. 

Cotumsvts, O., January 6.—The joint legis- 
lative caucus convened at 8 o’clock in the hall 
of the house of representatives, Speaker Lay- 
lin presiding. The vast audience crowded the 
galleries, but they were cleared out after much 
trouble. The first division took place ona 
motion of the Foraker men for a secret ballot. 
After an hour’s excited discussion the motion 
was defeated, and a substitute providing for 
an open ballot was adopted—47 to 44, three 
members not voting. Sherman, Foraker, Mc- 
Kinley and Foster were formally placed in 
nomination. The nominations of Sherman 
and Foraker were seconded by several gentle- 
men upon each side, and it was 10 o’clock be- 
fore a ballot was reached. 

Just before the ballot, a telegram from Mc- 
Kinley was received saying: 

I have been advised that my name may be pre- 
sented. Promptly withdraw it. 

U pon this authority the chairman withdrew 
Mckinley’s name, but this action did not pre- 
vent Mr. Welch, who nominated him, from 
subsequently voting for his candidate. The 
result was: Sherman 53, Foraker 38, Foster 1, 
McKinley 1, and amid tremendous applause 
Mr. Sherman was declared the nominee.

VALUE OF CEREAL CROPS. 


Aggregate of Supply the Largest Ever 
; Known, 


WASHINGTON, January 6.—The estimates by 
states and territories of the area, product and 
value of the principal cereals of the United 
States for 1891, made by the sta:istician of the 
depariment of agriculture, are given to the 
press tonight. The crops of corn, wheat and 
oats, including all but 2 or 3 percent of the 
cereal aggregate, are reported. The total for 
corn has only been exceeded once. The wheat 
product is the largest ever grown in any 
country, and the yield per acre in the United 
States is the largest ever reported by the de- 
partment of agriculture. The total for oats 
was slightlyexceeded in 1889. The aggregates 
are as follows: 

Corn—Area, 76,204,515 »cres; product, 2,060,154,- 
000 bushels ; value, $836,439,228. 

W heat-—Area, 39,916,897 acres; product, 611,780,- 
000 bushels; value, $513,472,711. 

Oats—Area, 25,581,861 acres; product, 738,394,000 
bushels; value, $232,312,267. 

The aggregate of all cereals is the largest yet 
une csesage and will supply fifty-four to fifty-five 

ushels per unit of population. 

The wheat supply is the largest ever reported in 
proportion to population, averaging 9.4 bushels to 
each person, against 9.2 for the largest previous 
crop ,in 1884. The average valuefto the farmer is 
40.6 cents for corn, 83.93 cents for wheat and 31.46 
cents .for oats. The products are, of course, in 
measured bushels. The value of wheat is greater 
than in any year since 1883, that of the short crop 
of 1888 alone excepted. 


TROUBLE BREWING ° AGAIN, 


Miners of Coal Creek Preparing to Clean 
Out the Militia.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., January 6.—A_ senti- 
ment of anarchy is in the air throughout Coal 
Creek valley, and another outbreak of looting 
and bloodshed is expected every moment. The 
following circular has been sent among the 
miners to rouse them: 

Convicts shall never gain a foothold here again. 
Our prayer must be blessfngs on our people and 
destruction to the convicts, lessees and state 
militia. We must act with prudence and give tit 
for tat. 

No matter what fcomes—death, destruction, or 
anarchy—we must stand together. One hundred 
and sixty-seven men think they may intimidate 
us. Shall weendure? Never! The time tostrike 
once mure for our tamilies and home is almost at 
hand. 

Today, when a United States flag was run 
up, the troops cheered it, but a miner yelled in 
derision : 

‘It won’t stay there long; we’llshootit down 
and you with it.”’ 

Miners come about the camps and watch the 
soldiers standing about in knots and examing 
their position. Trouble is bound to come in- 
side of a week and there will be bloodshed. 
Eugene Merrili, the leader of the miners, has 
issued a proclamation ca!ling for a meeting to- 
morrow night. Atter that the outbreak is ex 
pected and the state troops are preparing for it”

WHO ARE BACKING GARZAP 


General Stanley: Tells of the Revolution- 
ist’s Movements. 
WASHINGTON, January 6.—General Scho- 
field has received the following telegram from 
General Stanley, dated San Antonio, Tex., 


January 5th: 

‘Captain Bourke, at present before the 
United States district court Brownsville, tele- 
graphs: ‘On my way here with Leongarda, I 
tried togetinformation from him asto the 
people behind this Garza business, who were 
supplying ammunition and other war material. 
He was much of the time under the influence 
of morphine, but he told me somgthings that 
may be of value, giving the pamé®of the per- 
sons. Garza left Los Angeles with 271 men. 
He did not wait forall whe were to come. 
He probably hurried, from the fact that the 
Texas Rangers and Hardie knew of his where- 
abouts. The day Leongarda was captured 
there were still about two hundred in the band, 
but they were beginning to scatter. Garza is 
said to be very despondent since the troops and 
rangers have begun tostirhimup. Leongarda 
has been turned over to the civil authorities. 
In this connection my former application for 
funds from the department of justice for the 
employment of deputy marshals is renewed.’ ”

CHARITY FOR RUSSIA. 


An All-Day Debate in the House of Rep- 
Tesentatives 


ON GRANTING AN APPROPRIATION, 


The Republicans Turn the Debate 
to Political Account. 


LOOKING UP THE RECORD OF PERKINS, 


Who Used His Position on a Conference 
Committee to Get Through an Appro- 
priation Which Benefited Himself. 


WASHINGTON, January 6.—[Special.]—The 
house spent the entire afternoon debating the 
resolution which passed the senate yesterday, 
for the appropriation of $100,000 to transport - 
the flour, corn and other food material contrib- 
uted in the northwest and elsewhere, for the 
relief of the starving peasants of Russia. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, in charge of the 
motion, pressed .it vigorously, but without 
avail, 

Bidding for the Jewish Vote. 

The sympathy for those in the famine- 

stricken district was universa!,but some of the 


democrats raised thefquestion as to the constitu- 


tional power of congress to. contribute money 
for charitable purposes, and the republicans 
were eager to place them in a position of hos- 
tility to the proposed relief for political pur- 
poses. It wasan open bid for the Jewish 
vote next year. 

The bloviating consumed four hours, and in 
the end amounted-to nothing. Sifted of poli- 
tics, the proposition for the expenditure by the 


\} government of money for public charity had 


few merits. Some of the northwestern millers 
wonld have gotton a big advertisement gut of 
it by shipping their flour across the country in 
cars decorated with banners bearing|the legend, 
‘“‘Washburu’s Best Flour, En Route for Ruas- 
sia,’’ etc. The czar of all the Russias, the most 
despotic monarch on earth, who ig now borrew- 
ing money from the Rothschilds with which 
to buy ordnance and ammunition “to main- 
tain the peace of Europe,’”’ when he ought to 
be buying flour instead of powder, might have 
exterided tu the United States his thanks and 
renewed evidences of his most distinguished 
consideration, but that would not have aided 
his starving subjects. 
A Solution Offered. 

The only sensible solution of the whole 
problem offered this afternoon was that of De- 
Witt C. Warner, of New York. He showed 
that the expenditure of $100,000 by the United 
States for carrying the flour contributed by 


‘the charity of our people, would be a mis- 


direction of the money, and as faras the ob- 
ject aimed at was concerned, a piece of -utter 
folly. What the starving peasants of Russia 
need isinstant relief. The ports of the Baltic 
are now closed, and if a vessel were chartered 
here, it would have to goup the Mediter- 
ranean to the Black sea, and land the cargo 
there. This voyage, with the time required to 
get the cargo to the seaboard, would consunk- 
at least six weeks of valuable time. When 
the stuff was landed on the shores of the Biack 
sea, it would stil} be as far from the famine- 
stricken district as. Omaha is from San 
Francisco, with the means of transportation 
as slow and laborious as they were from 
Omaha .to the Golden Gate before the days of 
the Pacific railroads. It wou'd, therefore, be 
six months before the food designed for the 
famished peasants could reach them. Mr. 
Warner proposed that the supplies contributed 
by the American people be sold, and the 
money cabled or sent immediately. The 
charity of our people would then reach its des- 
tination in time to do some good. 
How the Matter Was Disposed Of. 

Most of the members concurred in the sug- 
gestion, but the republicans, still pursuing the 
matter froin a political standpoint, insisted on 
theresolution. It was, however, first stripped 
of the appropriation, and then laid on the 
table indefinitely. The contributors of the 
charity will now have.the alternative of se- 
curing their own means of transportation and 
sending it by the long and tedious route in- 
dicated by Mr. Warner, or else of adopting his 
suggestion and converting it into cash, and 
sending the money by cable or otherwise to 
the immediate reliefof the-starving subjects 
of the czar. / 

Who Mr. Perkins Is. 

Senator Perkins, the /new Kansas senator, 
has not been warmly received by his colleagues 

His appointment has disgusted most of the 
Kansas, as well as the other republicans, who 
served with him in congress. After a long ce- 
reer in the house,in which Judge Perkins 
showed himself to be an able man, he blotched 
his record by participating in the Choctaw and 
Cherokee land steal, which went through the 
last congress. In 1889 congress purchased 
from the Cheyennes and Arapahoes a large 
amount of land. Subsequently there appeare 
before congress aclaim amounting to $1,500, 
000, based on the grounds that the Cherokees 
and Choctaws had an interest in the land. 
Perkins was a member of the house committee 
on Indian affairs, and pushed this claim with 
great vigor. It was rejected by the house ona 
square vote, it having been shown that this 
claim had no valid foundation. The senate 
committee also smothered it, but when it 
came into conference in the closing hours 
of the billion congress it was found 
that Perkins, who was one of the conferees, 
had inserted an aprropriation for the pay- 
ment of this claim. It was too late to send the 


bill back to the conference, or there would 


have been no Indian appropriation for the 
present fiscal year. However, after the bill 
was passed, and congress had adjourned, dirty 
Joe Cannon went to President Harrison and 
Secretary Noble, and explained the character 
of the job. The payment of the claim has 
been withheld by the president’s direction, and 
the lobbyists, who were behind it, are yet 
whistling for their share of the plunder, It is 
this part of Perkins’s record that has made 
Governor Humphréy’s selection a disappoint- 


ment.

THE STORMS FURY. 


Fayetteville Visited by a Destructive 
and Fatal Cyclone. 


TWO LIVES LOS? IN THE WRECK, 


While Over a Dozen People Are in 
Danger of Death. 


THE PATH OF THE ‘YCLONE. 


One Man Carried Two Hundred Feet in the 
Air—The Destruction of Property. 
A Day of Gloom. 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ga., January 6.—[(Spe- 
cial.}—A roaring, seething monster of the 
elements of heaven burst upon Fayetteville 
last night, carrying death and desolation along 
its track. 

Today a snow, the first in years, envelops 
the town, as though to hide the work of the 
night before. 

In two. homes are families weeping over 
their dead. 

Twenty victims of the storm are suffering 
from their injuries. 

The breaking down of the wires prevented 
the citizens from notifying the outside world, 
and. the dispatch written by THE CONSTITU- 
TION correspondent had to share the fate of all 
the rest. 

The Killed and Wounded. 

Those who were killed are Will Travis, who 
has recently moved here, and Sallie Graham, 
a little niece of Mrs. Judge R. T. Dorsey and 
Mrs. W. T. Waters, of Atlanta. 

Several others are momentarily expected to 
die. 

Those slightly injured are as follows: 

Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Graham, their four 
children, Jimmie, Emy, Rus, Mary Lou; Tom 
Busbin, Mrs. Lizzie Henderson, a child of 
Charley Watherly, the two Garrison chiidren, 
and Mrs. Garrison. 

Those badly wounded are Tom Curlin, who 
attends school here; Freeman Simmons, his 
wife, a little negro girl named Jones, and D. 
C. Knox and wife. 

All of the latter are in a critical condition,- 
and may die atany moment. 

The Coming of the Storm. 

Last night, as the residents were at their 
supper, a gradually increasing noise in the 
southwest, and a dense biaok cloud gave indi- 
cations of an approaching storm. Louder 
and louder it became. The wind blew 
fiercely, and every one sought shelter. 
Then the wind began to ease, while a thou- 
sand cannon seemed simultaneously booming. 
All of asuddena huge funnel-shaped cloud 
burst upon the town, anda mowent later all 
was still. The heavy rain that followed fell 
in torrents upon more than a dozen wrecked 
homes. Immediately those who had escaped 
the cyclone rushed from their homes to ascer- 
tain the damage done. There were groans 
and cries of terror, the negroes adding to it by 
their frightened shrieks. The storm covered a 
width of 200 yards. It.grazed the tree tops in 
the woods, and just as itreached the town 
seemed toswoop down uponit, and, like an 
undulating wave of smoke and fire, gathered 
up its prey, and either dashed it to the ground 
or carried it through the air. 


The Work of Destruction. 


The first house struck wasthe barn of Mr. 
J. W. Graham, local agent of the Washington 
Life Insurance Company, and some tine stock 
was killed. In his home near by his family of 
twelve had huddled with fear in a large room. 
The storm struck the chimney, throwing it 
upon Sallie Kate, achild of eight years, pin- 
ning her to the floor, lifeless. Then the house 
collapsed, and was soon in utterruin. All the 
occupants were hurt, § more or 
less seriously. Mr. Graham’s _ gin- 
house, a Diacksmith shop _ belonging 
to B. L. McGough, and a cottage, out of which 
Dr. Davis had just moved, followed in the 
track of destruction. The Fayetteville semi- 
nary, a building which withstood the war, was 
soon a mass of broken desks, books, tables and 
wood. Three hours sooner eighty laughing 
school children would have been buried inthe 
ruins. 

At the home of Mrs. Lizzie Henderson,.a 
widow, Mrs. Travis, her daughter, was lying 
sick. She, herself, was tending a babya day 
old. When the wind began to beatagainst the 
panes Mr. Will Travis rushed to move his wife 
away from the window. He was drawn 
through it and carfied 200 yards through the 
air. The house was crushed, but the mother 
and two children were but siightly hurt. Two 
hours afterwards Mr. Travis was found by 
Charley Walter lying dead. 

The storm next struck a tenement house oc- 
cupied by Wakterand his family. All that 
remained today is a dog, still chained to the 
ground. Yet ueither the negro nor any of the 
residents received a scratch. The escape is 

mystery. 

Anna Smith’s family of three saw their 
home leveled to the ground, yet they, too, 
were without a single injury. A barn, con- 
taining eleven mules, belonging to Mr. A. O. 

lalock, was blown away, and not a single 
mule was harmed. The house of Freeman 
Simmons, Sr., and Freeman Simmons, Jr., the 
dwelling of Sang Favor, and the large house 
of T. F. Garrison were blown to pieces. The 
home of Dr. Davis was lifted into the air. 
The pillars were shattered and the building 
fell to the ground, remaining standing without 
its former supports. The occupants survived 
this peculiar ride without a trace of injury. 

Blown Fifteen Miles, 

The big alliance warehouse was the last to 
go. But few bales of cotton were left, and to- 
day Luther Evans found a part of the structure 
in Henry county, fifteen milewaway. It was 
easily identified, being the only building of 
corrugated iron in the section around about. 

Just overin Ciayton county, not far from 
Jonesboro, not an outhonse remained. The 
barns of Andrew Chatman were ruined, and a 
negro blown out of his cabin and into the air. 
He was carried through a tree. The branches 
checked his fall, and he tumbled to the ground 
with both legs and an arm broken. He was 
discovered by Mr. W. G. Travis, of Selina, a 
brother of the man killed here, who thinks 
that the negro will recover. 

Another miraculous escape from death“was 
that of Mrs. Lillian Graham, a sister of the 
child who was killed. She was ill, and when 
the storm came had retired. She was thrown 
from her bed and a second later it was crushed 
to pieces, while she arose, frightened and 
stunned, but otherwise unhurt.

A BRAZILIAN RIOT. / 


Citizens of Pernambuco Resist the Displace- 
ment of Their Governor. ~ 


New York, January 6.—The Brazilian mail 
steamship Segurunca, which arrived at quar- 
antine this morning from Brazilian ports, 
brings a terrible Story of suffering and Reeth 
from both yellow fever and bullets at Per- 
nambuco, Brazil. An epidemic of yellow 
fever, with a terribly high rate of mortality, 
has been raging at Pernambuco for some time. 
The government sent a military governor to 
Pernambuco to replace the former governor of 
that place.

The soldiers endeavored to disperse the citi- 
zens and were pelted with stones and other 
missiles. The order then came to fire on the 
people, and at the first volley a dozen citizens 
fell dead, while a number were wounded. The 
revolutionists gave way, but quickly gathered 
renewed courage and prepared to make an ob- 
stinate resistance. The troops charged upon 
and drove them from street to street. A 

itched battle took place on one of the plazas. 
[he citizens fought stubbornly, but the trained 
soidiers were too much for them. 

When the tumult finally subsided and an 
opportunity was offered to look over the scene 
of carnage and bloodshed, it was found that 
thirty had been killed outright and seventy- 
five or one hundred wounded.

TO BREAK THE CENTRAL LEASE. 


General Alexander Says That ithe New 
Directors Will Hold on to Power 
During the Whole Year. 


New Yor«x, January 6.—[Special.}—The 
report that has been sent out broadcast 
today that Colonel Inman would be suc- 
ceeded in the presidency of the Terminal 
by George 8. Scott, the former president, 
is emphatically denied by all the directors 
and by Mr. Scott. 

It is true President Inman desires to re- 
tire from active management, and he might 
do so later, but Mr. Thomas and the other 
directors will not hear to such a programme 
now. 

They are very anxious to have him retain 
the presidency permanently. It all depends 
upon Mr. Inman’s health, which has: been 
anything but good recently. 

The New Move on the Central. 

Savannaw, Ga., January 6.—[Special.]— 
The Central railroad people prefer to discredit 
the rumors, but ffiere is every reason to believe 
that a movement is now on foot and that pa- 
pers will be filed in the United States court in 
a day ortwoin another suit against the Cen- 
tral and its controliers. 

Messrs. Garrard & Meldrim, of this city,who 
represented the minority stockholdersin the 
injunction case before Judge Falligant on 
Monday, are expected to prepare and file the 
papers here, 

To Fight the Lease. 

The next step will be directed against th 
lease, and will take the general lines of th 
decision of Judge Speer in the Hamilton case, 
on Monday. As pointed out in Tue Con- 
STITUTION, this is one of the most important 
railroad decisions ever handed down. To- 
gether with the decision in the equally 
famous Branch case, it is said to cover the 
position of the Central railroad entirely. In 
the Branch case Judge Speer held that under 
the constitution of the state of Gvorgia one 
railroad could not controla competing line. 
His decision in that case has attracted the 
awtention of lawyers allover_the country as 
one of the most thorough expositions of the 
character in existence. 

The Meaning of Judge Speer’s Decisivun. 

A more thorough study of his decision of 
Monday brings new points to the front of vast 
importance, not yet given in THE ConsTiTUv- 
TION, but which will play such a leading part in 
the case that every body is looking forward to it. 
Judge Speer holds that, irrespective of the 
constitution, under the common law one rail- 
read can not buy or control another by ac- 
quiring stock or otherwise, as encouraging 
monopoly. Neither can it make any contract 
or agreement which may have the effect of en- 
couraging monopoly. Evenif the constitution 
of the state did not prevent this, 
Judge Speer held that the common law does. 
He also held that the constitutional clause 
forbidding the assembly to authorize any 
corporation to buy stock in another or make 
any contract or agreement which may have 
the effect to defeat or lessen competition, or 
to encourage monopoly, is self-operative, and 
needs no legislation to enforce it. On these 
grounds all such contracts and agreements 


must be illegal and void. Itis held that such 


a lease as thai of the Central must be void 
under the decisions mentioned, and that a 
court of equity would interfere to protect the 
property for the benefit of those entitled to it, 

It is accepted by lawyers that those back of

COMMUTED TO LIFE IMPRISONMENT. 


Governor Holt Takes Pity on a Convicted 
Burglar. 

RALEIGH, N. C., January 6.—[{Special. ]— 

Governor Holt todhay disposed of the noted 
case of Alfred Dawns or Dawles, the negro 
burglar of Charlotte, who was under sentence 
to be hanged January 15th, by commuting the 
death sentence to imprisonment for life at 
hard labor in the penitentiary. The governor 
made the following endorsement upon the 
voluminous papers covering nearly a hundred 
petitions for commutation. 
" ‘This case has had my most serious attention. 
Strong appeals have been made in his behalf by 
many of the best citizens throughout the state, 
including the city of Charlotte, where the bur- 
glary was com#rmted. After a thorough investi- 
gation of the case, I believe that the prisoner isa 
victim of an inordinate propensitv to steal, a 
cowardly thief rather than a brutal villain with 
mnurderous intent, thus making him more of a 
sneak thief thana burgiar. I am further con- 
vinced by the evidence of the sheriff and one of 
the jurorsthat the prisoner is very weak minded, 
to such an extent thathe has not comprehended 
the enormity of his crime or understood the terri- 
ble effects of his sentence. I have respited him 
twice in order that I might be able to gain more 
information of the circumstances surrounding the 
case, and the facts in the case. I have concluded 
after long and careful consideration that the law 
will be sufficiently vindicated by imprisonment in 
the state prison for the term of his natual life at 
hard labor.

| Colonel W. A. Broughton Will Leave the 


Alliance Exchange Feb. ist. 
THE REASONS OF HIS RESIGNATION. 


He Believes That One Officer Should Do 
All the Business—Has Cut Down the 
Running Expenses. 


Colonel W. A. Broughton, business manager 
of the alliance exchange, has resigned. 

His resignation will take effect on the first 
of next month. . 

Colonel Broughton/has contemplated taking 
this step for some time. In fact his connec- 
tion with the exchange has only been tempo- 
rary all along. 

He took charge of the business end of it a 
few months ago, to straighten out the defi- 
ciency of J. O. Wynn, who previous to that 
time had been manager. 

“TI did not intend,”’ said Colonel Broughton, 
yesterday, “to remain with the exchange half 
as long as I have, when I first come here. I 
took charge of Wynn’s books and accounts 
after earnest solicitations, and have about suc- 
ceeded in settling the last of his bad contracts, 
which have cost the alliance exchange s0 
much. The alliance has been piaced on a pretty 
secure hasis, and its business can be 
carried on with much less work than was 
formerly necessary. One of the reasons for. 
my retirement is that I have always believed 
that the offices of president and business mana- 
ger of the alliance should be consolidaied into 
one. The salaries are more than the alliance- 
men should be made to pay, aud since the late 
crookedness has been straightened out, tlie 
work of the position can be easily attende® by 
one officer. Lam unwilling longer todraw sa 
salary of $3,000 per annum when one man 
could do the work for which two 
are drawing salaries. Then if this were no 
reason, my health would not permit my re- 
maining, asit will not allow me to do oflice 
work. Then there is still another reason. My 
personal interests demand that I-retire. My 
affairs at home have suffered for want of at- 
tention. Iam one of the directors of the ex- 
change and have asked that a meeting be 
called; which has been done, and the directors 
will meet next Tuesday. At that time I shall 
urge the consolidation of the two offices of 
president and business manager. I think 
there will be no trouble in having this done, as 
I believe all of the directors will favor that 
plan.” | 

‘‘How about the business of the exchange— 
does it pay ?”’ 

“Yes, the exchange is on a good, sound 
basis, and for awhile we did a business of 
$1,000 per day. It is conducted on a strictly 
cash plan. We have felt the depression in 
business, as every other business concern has, 
but we doa fairly good business, and there is 
no doubt but that the exchange can be made a 
grand success.”’ . 

Colonel Broughton receives a salary of $3,000 

per annum, and President Peek gets $1,500 per 
year. Colonel Broughton believes thdt the 
two offices should be combined, and asalary of 
$3,000 paid. 
@® Colonel Broughton is afine business mab, 
and bas done splendid work as manager of the 
exchange. Hehas held that position ata 
great pecuniary sacrifice, as he has a large in- 
come from his extensive farming properties. 
He owns an ideal southern home in the sub- 
urbs of Madison, surrounded by 1,000 acres of 
fine farming lands. He owns several other 
tine farms, which require his \personal atten- 
tion and supervision. 

He has remained at the head of the ex- 
change at a sacrifice of personal interests be- 
cause he desired to aid the farm and place the 
exchange on a secure footing.

At Their Old Game. 

At stated intervals the word goes round 
among the organs of the gold trust that the 
nations of Europe are getting ready to recon- 
sider their attitude on the silver question. 
This has been going on ever since free coin- 
age has beenan issue. At first 4 great many 
sincere people were deceived by the reports, 
and a number of democrats have been in- 
duced to favor what is known as an inter- 
national agreement. | 

Mr. Cleveland, following the suggestion of 
the democrats who believe in the sincerity of 
the monometallists, went so far as to send a 
commissioner to Europe for the purpose of 
drumming up an international conference. 
Naturally, Mr. Atkinson failed, but he was 
so profoundly interested in his mission that 
he wrote a book about it, or, rather, he 
wrote a report about it, which was issued in 
book form by the government. - In this book 
Mr. Atkinson, in his blunt way, went on to 
show why the gold nations of Europe would 
never agree to restore silver. They had be- 
come convinced that the government of the 
United States was interested in the matter 
simply and solely because it wanted to finda 
convenient hole in which to pour a vast ac- 
cumulation of silver bullion. The financial 
literature contained in the goldbug organs 
had convinced the financiers of Europe that 
the North American continent was ready to 
pour into the lap of the old world an ava- 
lanche of silver without regardto the cost of 
production and at any price that could be 
obtained. The most wonderful thing about 
this is the confession of Mr. Atkinson that 
he at one time entertained such an opinion. 

Mr, Atkinson’s investigations in Europe 
convinced him that ‘tit would be unwise 
and inexpedient for the United States again 
to take the initiative in promoting action for 
a general adoption of a bimetallic legal tender 
coupled with the free cojnage of silver, for 
the reason that such action is misconstrued 
and may tend to retard rather than to pro- 
The reason is 
this: The ‘general confvictioh aniong the 
financial men in Europe is that the United 
States government is loaded with an exces- 
sive quantity of silver dollars which it can- 
not get into circulation.”’ 

The fears of these foreign financiers had 
nothing to go on when Mr. Atkinson wrote, 
but now the conditions are all changed. The 
government is now engaged in accumulating 
a store of silver bullion equal to more than 
the output of our mines, and this accumula- 
tion, growing vaster every day, will effectu- 
ally prevent any international conference. 

In spite of this, little Mr. Seligman, a New 
York banker with a literary turn, has been 
iramping about over Europe trying to get up 
a conference, and we are now told, with a 
great deal of circumlocution and a corre- 
sponding degree of vagueness that hardiy 
anything stands now in the way of the con- 
ference but the fear that congress wiil push 
a free coinage bill. 

It isthe same old fake exploded by Mr. 
Atkinson. There was nothing in it seven 
years ago, “and there is nothing in it now. 
We are told that England will open the In- 
dian mints to silver—as if they had ever 
been closed—and that everything will gooff 
in beautiful style, provided the free coinage 
men will only have patience. 

We are of the opinion, however, that the 
free coinage men have had patience enough. 
They should push the issue with vigor. 
There is no advantage for the United States 
whatever in an international conference. Of 
all the nations of the earth this government 
is the most independent. Did England con- 
sult the United States when it demonetized 
silver in 1816? Did the United States gov- 
ernment go around bellowing for an inter- 
national. conference when it chose to regu- 
late and adjust the mint values of the two 
metals? 

There is nothing in the proposition, and 
nothing would grow out of it if fifty inter- 
national conferences were held. There is 
nothing like taking a common-sense view of 
matters,

| The Bank of France. 

The southern farmers who advocate the 
subtreasury system deserve a thoughtful 
consideration of their policy. It is not 
enough to sneer at it afd claim that its im- 
practicability is self-evident. 

Mr. Horace G. Knowles, our consular 
representative at Bordeaux, writes in re- 
sponse to an inquiry that the Bank of 
France has, almost since its establishment, 
early in the present century, loaned money 
on non-perishabié products, such as wheat, 
corn, wine, spirits, metals, etc., when such 
securities are deposited in reliable ware- 
houses designated by the directors of the 
bank. Receipts are, of course, taken, and 
these are negotiable. The amount loaned 
on these products is usually equal to about 
two-thirds of their appraised value, and the 
rate of interest charged is about 3 per cent. 

Under this system the farmers of France 
have prospered for nearly a century, despite 
changes in government and destructive revo- 
lutions and wars. But when it is proposed 
by the alliance to adopt the French system, 
legions of politicians and capitalists promptly 
denounce it as a crazy scheme, pregnant 
with the most disastrous results. Naturally, 
the alliancemen will ask the reason why. 
They will say: ‘‘If this system has worked 
satisfactorily in France, why would it not 
be a good thing for this country?’’ 


The opponents of the subtreasury plan 


will have to get down to business and meet 
this question. The fact that the alliance is 
not wedded to details, but is willing to ac- 
cept ‘something better,’’ opens the way for 
the re-establishment of the state banking 
system. Why not repeal the tax on the 
currency of state banks and leave them free 
to start again wherever local necessities may 
call them into existence? State banks, 
properly regulated, before the war, issued 
bills that were good all over the country 
and in Canada. They supplied the demand 
for a local currency and loaned money to 
We believe 
that the rehabilitation of state banks would 
satisfy the alliance and the people generally, 
and give us an elastic currency that would 
answer our needs. The opponents of the 
subtreasury will have to compromise. They 
canuot defeat it without furnishing a better 
substitute. The people are going to have 
more currency, and if they cannot get it 
under a system that has been satisfactorily 
tested they will try something more haz- 
ardous.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


THE NEW YORK SuN Says: “The landholders of 
the south have received a great deal of advice to 
raise more grain and less cotton. As a matter of 
fact, they raised more corn and wheat, as well as 
more cotton, during the past year than they ever 
raised inany previous year. From statistics in 
hand, it appears that the corn crop of 1891 
in the states south of the Potomac was about 
three hundred and _ sixty-eight million 
bushels, or 117,000,000 bushels more 
than that of the previous year, and that 
the wheat crop was 59,000,000 bushels, a gain of 
16,000,000 upon the year before. The price of 
cotton is unsatisfactory to its raisers, who indulge 
in gloomy anticipations of next year’s markets, 
but the price of grain is high enough to remuner- 
ate its growers, who are very sure to enlarge next 
year’s acreage of corn and wheat. The southern 
landholders are able to raise far larger supplies of 
the cereals than are needed for consumption in 
the south.” 


IN THE construction of high buildings steel ebvl- 
umns are rapidly driving the cast-iron columns 
previously uséd out of the market. It is found 
that careful inspection throughout the process of 
manufacture will insure the safety of a steel 
coluinn, whereas the most careful inspection can- 
not place the safety of the cast-iron column be- 
yond question, as important flaws in the metal 
may be covered by a perfect surface.

JONES AND KOLB, 


The Stirring Campaign in Progress Hi 
Alabama. 


BITTER FEELING BETWEEN FACTIONS. 


Factors Which May Enter Into the Race 
and Make It One of Sensa- 
tional Interest. 


+ 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 6.—[{Special.]— 
Since the last demiocratic state conven'ion 
held in Alabama an actual and active Kolb 
campaign has been in progress every day. 
When Governor Jones received the nomina- 
tion to the highest office within the gift of the 
people of the commonwealth the issue was 
then broadly made by the friends of Captain 
Kolb that he had been swindled out 
of the nomination, and that thereby by keen 
politicians had perpetrated a shameful 
wrong and a grevious fraud on the farmers 
and other ardent supporters of Captain Kolb. 
‘Remember the Alamo!” became the battle 
cry of Kolb men, referring to the last conven- 
tion. So successful was the movement in 
welding the fatmers into a determination to 
right Kolb’s wrongs and make him governor 


next time, that it has looked to the studious. 


politicians in the state asif he would have a 
walkover. Then came the appointment of 
Hector Lane by the governor to succeed Kolb 
as commissioner of agriculture. Following 
his appointment came public letters Lane had 
written to Kolb, in which it appeared that the 
governor’s own appointee had handled him 
retty roughly, and had been working -with 
Ir. Kolb, attempting to bring about the gov- 
ernor’s downfall. Following the publication 
of these letters there came an outcry for the 
withdrawal of Governor Jones and putting up 
some other man like Oates, for instance, as a 
candidate, this being deemed by the opposition 
as the only means of beating Kolb. 5So 
bright did Kolb’s prospects become at this 
time and so gloomy was the .governor’s that 
numbers of politicians in different parts of the 
state, who had been hand and glove in the 
convention and even delegates came over to 
Kolb, this disintegration of the.Jones forces 
reaching its climax in the person of Judge 
William Richardson. The campaign fairly 
opened in Jefferson county about two 
months before the primaries were held, 
when the county was conceded to 
be in favor of Captain Kolb against Governor 
Jones bv a large majority on account of Kolb 
coming out in a statement that he opposed 
working convicts in the minesin Alabama,and 
that if elected governor he would bave them 
withdrawn if he had to cancel the leases. 
Governor Jones met Kolb’s statement by an- 
nouncing that he did not approve convict labor 
competing with free men, and would do allin 
his power to have the act annulled, but he 
would not go so far as Kolb and 
agree to cancel the leases. For seyv- 
eral weeks before the primaries 
were held, both Governor Jones and Captain 
Kolb devoted much time in canvassing the 
county. The campaign was mostiy contined 
to the mines and small towns. The farmers 
and working people, as a general thing, were 
for Kolb, the merchants and corporations for 
Jones. The total vote in Jefferson polled on 
December 21st gave Governor Jones a ma- 
jority of 638. It is said that the man who 
saved him the county was Henry W. De- 
who controls extensive 
mines at ‘Blue  Croek. He _iper- 
suaded a great many of the miners 
who favored Kolb not to vote at all. Mr. 
DeBardeleben is the founder of Bessemer, and 
by personal appeals to the people of that city 
he changed it from Kolb for Jones. As many 
asfonrof the farming precincts never gave 
the governor a single vote. The Jefferson 
county farming element is the smallest part of 
any county in the state, not excepting Mobile, 
and if this is an index the _ state 
will be overwhelmingly for Kolb. To 
offset. the moral etfect of the govern- 
or’s victory December 2list the friends 
of Kolb have called a convention for next 
Monday in Madison county. Governor Jones 
and Captain Kolb are both canvassing that 
county this week. The most noteworthy feat- 
ure of the campaign in that county is that 
Judge Richardson, of whom we made mention 
before in this special, onéof the four candi- 
dates who combined to beat Kolb in the last 
convention, is an enthusiastic supporter 
of him in this race. The _ friends of 
Governor Jones, who control the executive 
committee in Dallas connty, whiclijr has 
the same vote of Jefferson, are hurrying up 
action in that county for the sake of the moral 
influence of the undoubted victory the gov- 
ernor will achieve there. The canvass in Jef- 
ferson demonstrated that Kolb couldn’t stand 
before the governor on the stump. Kolb is 
being advised by some of the most astute poli- 
ticians in the state, and their determined 
policy is to hurry Kolb county conventions 
as fast as possible in order that the gov- 
ernor can’t get around to speak. Un- 
questionably, at this time, if Kolb men 
succeed in bringing them on before the oppo- 
sition can change the feeling among the farm- 
ers, his success is a foregone conclusion. Asa 
concession to recruits from Jones's forces, 
Kolb mon have abandoned the cry of fraud, 
and practically the only issue left is whether 
or not the governor can get around before the 
Kolb men call the different county conven- 
tions. Sothe fight is for and against time. 
The bitterness which has characterized the 
campaign, and has had no parallel,’ perhaps, in 
the political annals of Alabama, is mostly con- 
fine to the newspapers and  >politi- 
cians. Neither Jones abuses Kolb 
nor Kolb Jones. There are as yet no 
charges whatever of a slanderous and villify- 
ing nature against the governor, but all the 
undesirable appellations and denunciations 
that can be imagined are heaped upon the al- 
liance candidate, Captain Kolb. And it is 
thought that it will, if anything, help him 
among the farmers of the state,whoare abused 
almost equally with him by some of the news- 
papers. To _ illustrate the ferocity of 
politics in some parts of the state, 1 am in- 
formed that in Bibb, a Kolb and alliance 
county, and where President Adams, of the 
state alliance, lives, there isa disposition on 
the part of Jones mento disregard the pres- 
ent constituted party organization entirely, by 
refusing to act with them in the coming 
meetings. A new organization will be the re- 
sult, and whatever factor dominates the state 
convention, their delegates, will be seated. 
The Jefferson delegation may also furnish 
acontest with a like result. It is rumored 
that, should Madison go for Governor Jones, it 
would virtua!ly end the campaign. However, 
if Kolb wins with a walkover, it will ‘‘whoop”’ 
up his line of battle. It is my humble opin- 
ion that if Captain Kolb receives the nomina- 
tion for governor in the coming convention 
there will be asplit in the party. The fac- 
tion known as the old guards, or non-alliance 
democrats, will not give him their support.

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THE FAMINE IN RUSSIA. 


The Czar Is Either Blind or Kept in Ig- 
norance. 

Lonpon, January 5.—Advices from St. 
Petersburg show|that the czar is either willfully 
blind to the situation of affairs in his empire’ 
or that the true condition of the peasants has 
been kept from his knowledge. Reports have 
reached this city that the emperor has hereto- 
fore stated that no widespread famine existsin 
his dominions, and that the sufferings of the 
poor are due entirely to the partial failure of 
crops, which the government finds no troubre 
in making up from stock in the provinces 
where the crops were not affected.

A funny damage suit was filed in. Clerk 
Tanner’s office yesterday. — 

A broad smile passed over Captain George

- It was a case where a man had slipped up on 
a banana peel, and demanded $10,000 damages 
from the man who owned the house, in which 
was the hall where the festive yellow banana 
bulk bad Jain in waiting for a victim. 

George H. Howell, of Gainesville, is the 
plaintiff, and Mr. L. B. Folsom, the restaurant 
keeper, is the defendant. 

A Eulton county jury will have to decide 
whether the anatomy of the plaintiff was dam- 
aged to the extent claimed, or to any extent, 
and whether Mr. Folsom will have to part 
with his substance to make reparation therefor.

The night of February 18th 
was necessarily dark, and somewhere about 
10o'clock of that night the plaintiff walked 
along a hallway of the European hotel. A 
banana peel was lying in the hallway and not 
agas jet was burning to warn him of its 
deadly presence.

State School Commissioner Bradwell’s 
County Institutes. 


HE GIVES THE PROGRAMME AND SYLLABUS 


The County Institutes of Georgia Getting 
in Shape—A Full Syllabus and Pro- 
gramme tor the Commissioners. 


The pamphlet giving the programme and 
syllabus for the county teachers’ institute has 
been received from the press and is now in the 
hands of School Commissioner Bradwell. 

They are interesting to every one who is at 
all friendly to the great tidal-wave of higher 
education which the last session of the Georgia 
legislature has sent swéeping over the state. 

The story of how these county teachers’ in- 
stitutes are to be established has already been 
told. In the circular that was issued yesterday 
State School Commissioner Bradwell maps the 
following programme for the guidance of 
county school commissioners, though he says 
the details may be varied to suit the circum- 
stances; 

Beginning at 9 o’clock in the morning: Opening 
exercises, ten minutés; orthography, thirty min- 
utes; reading, thirty minutes; writing, fifteen 
minutes; grammar, thirty minutes; recess, twenty 
minutes; ceography, thirty minutes; arithmetic, 
forty-five minutes; recess for dinper, ninety min- 
utes. Begmning at 2 o’clock in the afternoon: 
Science and practice of teaching, thirty minutes; 
miscellaneous, thirty minutes. 

‘First Saturday —Syllabus. 

Orthograéphy—1. Definition, 2. The importance 
of being a good speller, 3. Why it should bea 
daily exercise in school. 

Reading—1. Definition. 2. Importance. 3. Oral 
and silent reading. 

Writing—1. The importance of writing a plain, 
clear, legible hand. 

Eigiish Grammar—1. The importance of a 
knowledge ot language. 2. Written language, 3. 
Spoken language, 

Geography—1l. Definition of terms, 2, The earth 
—how to teach its shape, its size, its. motions. 

Arithmetic—1. The idea of numbers and the 
origin of figures. 2. Notation and numeration. 

Science and Practice ot Teaching—l. School 


organization. 2. Discipline. 
Miscellaneous—I suggest that the last half 


- hour be devoted to the discussion of Se mem 


relative to the previous lectures and to the school 
laws; and the day’s work to conclude with a short 
exercise in declamation, with .instructions as to 
position, gestures and bows, and the announce- 
ment ol the programme for the next session of 
the institute. After the expiration of tne half 
hour, I would make this division a matterof ad- 
journment by a majority vote. 

The syllabus for the second Saturday takes up 
the same prograinme, and continnes the course in 
teaching these branches. The only difference is 
that the grade is rua forward to a somewhat ad- 
vanced course. 

The third Saturday will find the teachers still 
further advanced iu these branches, and the sylla- 
bus becomes a little more intricate, and so with 
the third ana fourth Saturdays. 

Fifth Saturday—Syllabus. 

The syllabus for the fifth Saturday, which is the 
last session of the institutes, completes the course 
atter the following fashion: 

Orthography—1!1. The best methods of teaching 
spelling. 2. Give tests, 

Reading—-1l. Best methods of teaching read- 
ing. 2. Tests in reading. 

Writing—1. Practical illustrations and tests in 
writing. 

English Grammar—1. The analysis of sentences. 
2. Practical tests in parsing. 

Geography—1l. United States—boundaries, di- 
visions, sections, people, industries and govern- 
ment. 

Arithmetic—1. Percentage. 2. Interest. 3. Prac- 
tical examples. 

Science and Practice of Teaching—How to 
teach—by example and ong @ egk 1. Industry. 2* 
Honesty. 3. ‘Truthfulness. . Temperance. 5. 
Avoidance of protanity and yulgarity. 

These county teachers’ institutes are something 
new in the history of the educational development 
of Georgia, but there is no reason in the world 
why they should not be a great success, and result 
in great good for the great movement for higher 
education.

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K GIGANTIC: SCHEME 


But Governor Northen Is Determined to 
Carry It Through. 


GEORGIA WILL BE AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


Thousands of School Children Will Begin 
the Work of Raising Funds—Dozens 
of Committees Being Appointed. 


Governor Northen certainly is determined 
In the resolution to have Georgia represented 
at the world’s fair in Chicago. 

If there has been one characteristic of Gov- 
ernor Northen’s rule more peculiarly interest- 
ing than another, surely it is his disposition to 
show off the Empire State of the South in her 
best clothes. He is impressed with the won- 
derfu! possibilities of Georgia, and he is proud 
to be governor @f such a state. Hevhas, from 
the first day of his inauguration, shown such a 


disposition. 

How earnestly he is now at work with the 
untirmng effort to secure a splendid exhibit 
from Georgia to be placed before the eyes of 
she civilized world at the world’s fair is not 
fully known just now, but the good results of 
his work will soon begin to show. 

It can be safely put down that Georgia will 
havea display at Chicago. 

“Yes,” said Governor Northen yesterday. 
“I stake much faith in the pride and enter- 
prise of the people of Georgia. Such faith it 


is that I profess that make& me feel assured 
this very important matter will reach a safe 


and satisfactory solution byraising a fund suf- 


ficient to secure the display.”’ 
‘‘How do you intend to start about raising 


the fund?” was asked. 

“That matter is in the hands of a large com- 
mittee composed of county beards, a plan de- 
vised by the Macon conv@&tion. Through 
these county boards, acting as chairman of the 
committee, I hope to start the work of raising 
the fund in a few days. We intend first of all 
to work through the school children of Geor- 


gia.” 
“Do you look to the school children to con- 


tribute money to this fund?” 
“Yes, to them we will look first ofall. We 


will have each county school commissioner to 
distribute a circular letter to each school in 
his county ‘asking the teachers to get the schol- 
ars tointerest themselves in the matter, passing 
around slips and securing subscriptions of 10, 
15, 20 and 25 cents from as many as are able to 
give. We will give, as a rightful incentive to 
accomplishing this end, a promise to have 
each of these subscription lists, with the 
names and a:nounts, forwarded to the depart- 
ment of state and filed in the state’s archives 
for reference long after these children have 
grown up and become useful citizens. | 

‘Besides, we will have a committee tosolicit 
subscriptions from the farmers. “Each county 
alliance president will be asked to get each 
suballiance to pass around asubscription list 
just as the children will do. Another coin- 
~ mittee will solicit among the manufacturers, 
and another among the corporations. All of 
these. committees I shall announce in a very 
few days.” 

A Gigantic Scheme. 

“How do you think the money will be ex- 
pended when secured?’’ the governor was 
asked. 

‘‘The work of arrangement will be divided 
out among various committees, each commit- 
tee representing each line of resources, the 
specimens from which are calculated to adorn 
the state’s display. For instance, I am ap- 
pointing a committee on mines and mining, a 
committee on manufactories, one on agricul- 
tural products, one on fruits, flowers and vege- 
tables, one on art, one on woman’s work, and 
one on ornamentation. 

“This committee on ornamentation will 
have in charge the task of putting the finish- 
ing touches on the general make-up of the 
Georgia display. The committee will be com- 

sed of men of artistic taste—men who will 
Endw just how to inake the splendid speci- 
mens secured show off beautifully and to 
their best advantage.”’ 

**Will Georgia have her own building on the 
fair grounds ?’’ 

“Yes. The building committee will hold 
a@ meeting in’. the near future, at 
which definite steps will be taken 
to carry out the plan suggested by Chairman 
Amorous, which is to construct the building 
here in Georgia out of Georgia material and 
then shipit by section to Chicago. Several 
unique designs for the building have been 
offered. One is to have it built inthe shape 
of the state, with the counties outlined within 
as booths for county exhibits. I don’t know 
which design will meet the favor of the com- 
mittee. 

‘IT am busy now appointing all these varied 
committees and will announce themina few 
days.” 

It is really not strange after all that the 
people of Georgia should be so interested in 
these plans. Governor Northén receives 
dozens of letters by each day’s mail asking 
about the progress of the work. A very inter- 
esting letter was received yesterday from Mrs. 
W. H. Felton, expressing her approval of the 
plan to have a Georgia building on the 
grounds. 

This work is not going to fail, that’s certain.
